It was here the itea firtt 
prefented ittelf to the Duke, of moving the Court. ot King 3 Bench 
againftthe Printer of the Morning Poit for a livel; in hopes, no 
doubt, that by his afiftance he might make the Editor, by fome means 
or other,an acceflary, however remote, in the publication thereof. 
The rule is granted agsinit the Printer. He applies to the proprictors 
for‘indemnihention, who are advifedd by Mr B. not to give him any 
fuch indemnification, becauie the fald Printer was uftder articles to them 
to be refpontible for the publication of any improper matter. rhe 
Printer boped-then that be might be at_liberty to make she bett terms 
he could with the Buke, which being fSlely his own buhneis, no one 
objected to it. This yas too fav ourable an opportunity to be over 
Yooked by the Duke and his agents. “The Printer, under the weight 
of a projecution for the {hel himielf, had fe veral audiences, and under- 
went various examinations in the Duke's houfe, wher: every artful 
quaition was ptt, that might lead to criminate Mr B-——, but asiling 
further could be obtained, than that-the letter was written by cre Per- 
ryman of Plymouth, and fent to the publither. “4 Through whofe 
“ hauds did’ he the Printer receive it?) The Editor's, he believed” — 
«“ Who was the Editor}”’+-"* Mr Bate.’———“* Was he fure Mr Bate 
* did not write it, and get Perryman to tranicribe it ?’—** No, he did 
“ not think he did.’ Hafwell was defired to bring Burr, the publi- 
fher next day, who attends with him. ‘The inguifition fits agaia in 
Prity Garden, confifting of the Duke, Mr Peckham, Eliis the Attor- 
ney, and another perfon. Numberlefs interrogatories were put to each 
of the: witneffes, but nothing further could be diftovered than the 
Printer’s aflertion of the paper coming throngh Mr B but, at 
Jaftj to the aftonithment of the faid Printer and Barr, they were afked, 
Whether, as honeft men, -they would fear to all that had paffed? to 
whith they at laft cenfented. Hence arofe the preftcution apuint 
Mr B.; who, the infant he heard of it being commenced, without 
knowing on what grounds, fent for the Printer, and told him not to 
hefitate a moment in giving him up as the author of any thing he had 
ever. written concerning his Grace; which direction the faid Printer 
promiléd to comply with.————The. Duke’s ag” nts now made frequent 
excurfions to, Plymouth, in hopes of getting fome material information 
from Perryman; but at lat, to their mortification, they found, that 
Mr Bate ‘had never feen, fpoke, or converfed with him in the courfe of 
his life. "Phe Duke, therefore, was under the neceflity of reiting his 
charge upon the evidence of the Printer, againft whom the profecution 
was fufpended, for purpofes beft known to the parties; and on his

Order therefore the dirty terricrs of 
the law, who are hodrly infefling the Morning Pott office, to be called 
off; and purfue a more manly live of information: Mr Dunning can 
inftruét your Grace, that the means will be full as effectual, and the 
world will allow them to be far more honoutable.—Rut if, in fo incon- 
fiderable a purfuit, the etiquette of party fhould require the famedark 
and dilgraceful fyftem of attack, which invariably marks their oppoli- 
tion to Government, I cannot expect a departure from it. : 

Your agent the Printer, my Lord, is now totally at your fervice, 
having becn difmiffed‘from his employ by the proprietary of the paper 
without affingle reproach on my part; if he ated confcightioully, he 
deferves no#e; if not, his own feelings will fooner lead him to a:con- 
yidtion of his error. Having thus facrificed, however, a place of no 
ineonfiderable emolument to your Grace’s views, hope I need not re- 
commend him to your pratection. Should his extraordinary conduét 
have arifen merely from motives of felf prefervation, he has tame claim 
upon your compaffion ; but if in an unguarded moment he has fubmit- 
ted to an influence he found irrefiftable, it would furely wound your 
Grace’s humanity to be told, that like an unfortunate female he com- 
plained of being abandoned by his feducer, to all the horrors of —— 
proftitution ! 

Some of the public prints that facrifice occafionally to your Grace’s 
vanity, have been pleaied to make me fly the kiogdom to avoid the 
confequences of a late proceis; byt your Grace who is faid to have made 
mankind your peculiar fludy, will not entertain fo alfard an idea, but 
do me the fultice. to believe, that having philofophy enough to hear, 
without 4 murmur, a verdict given again{t me—of which the waild 
fpeaks rather freely —L am not likely to fhrink from any pain, or pe- 
nalty that may attend fo extraordinary conviction!

TRIALS of the RIO'TERS, Orv BaILex. 

Yefterday, the Quarter-Seffion was opencd in Jaitice-ifall, by the 
Right Honourable the Lord Mayor, ailifted by the Lord Chicf baron 
and Judges Athurit and Nares. i 

As foon asthe Juries for London and Weltminflter were fworn, a 
number of priloners were arraigned before the latter ; the two frit of 
whom, Charles Seaton, a boy ten years old, indicted for a robbery, and 
Lilifabeth ‘i'aylor as an acceilary after the fact, were both diicharged, 
as their profecutors did not appear in Court, when called upou to pro+ 
fecute. 

Judge Afburit then begay the trial of fome of the risters, William 
Lawrence, a tailor, gnd Richard Roberts, a little boy, who, thouyh 
between feventeen und cighteen years of age, according to thie opinion 
of one of the witneiles, did not, from his fize and looks, appear to 
be above twelye, were both indi@ted for haviag been aiding and affift- 
ing, in breaking into and deftroying the infide and furniiure of Sir John 
Fielding’s houfe in Bow Street, on ‘Tneiday the 7th init. 

Counfellor Norton, 43 Counfel for the Crown, opened the profecy- 
tion ina very few words. Mr Howarth, on tle fame fide, entered 
more largely into the fubje& He expatiated oa the horrors of the late 
tumults, and obferved, that the mob, encouraged by the timidity of 
the inhabitants of Londen and Wettmintter, had carried their audaci- 
ty fo far as to’ deftsyy-the public prijons, and the houles of thofe per- 
fons who weré obnoxious to them. Adts of this kind, he faid, were 
criminal in the highelt degyee; asyby the firlt of George |. it was made 
felony, without bengfit of clergy, to pull down, or begin to p¥!l down 
any place .of divine, woulbip, houte; or out-houle, h being the 
law, atid thé prioners’ at tiie bar hating committed.a crime that came 
exattly within the meaning of the adt, as ‘lhe hoped he thould be able 
to prove beyond a dbubt, he hoped that the Jury would agree’ with 
him that the prifoaers wére guilty of the felony for which they were 
arraigned.. Having'prefaced thus, Mr Howarth called in Patrick Mac- 
manus, one of Sir John Fidlding’s men, to give evidence. 

Macmanius depoled, ‘That, having been direéted by Mr Bond of ‘the 
Public Office, to lock himifelf, with fome other men, in the houfe, while 
Bond went to get.a military guard to preferve the houfe from dei!truc- 

rtion, he bad obeyed his orders, and, from the windows, he jaw a large 
mob affemble before the door; and that it fpread icfelf through Bow- 
treet. Amosg other perfons, he declared politively, that he had feen 
the prifoner Lawrence very active and riotous at about half paft ten. 
He knew him, he faid, perfectty, becaufe he had impreffed him fome 
time béfore, and fent him to fea. Nay, he had not only feen him, but 
he had {poken to him from a window, and afked him why he did not 
go home ? the prifoner, for a reply, faid, ** D a me, Pll have you 
** down preiently.” ~~ Fiading, at luft, that no military force was likely 
to arrive, and that the mob was too numerous, and, at the faime time, 
tao riotous to be refitted by a few men, it had been agreed to quit the 
houle, which was dorie through the Back-door:;. Macmanus efvaped o- 
ver a.wall, into the yard of an adjoining houfe, went home, returned 
with his piftols and cutlafs, and remained a fpectator of the outrages 
committed afttrwards by the mob. - The houwfe, he was fure, could not 
be entered without violence, after he had abandoned it » becaule he had 
taken ¢are’to tnake al! fire and faft before he went away. His evidence 
aifeéted only Lawrence, for he confeffed that he did not recollect to have 
icen Roberts the little boy. : 

Mr Huil of the King s, Arund:lftreet, Strand, was however as 
politive of the guilt of the latter, as M‘Manus’ had been of the for- 
mer. He faid that he went to Bow-ftreet between 1f and 12 o'clock 
on ‘Tuefday night, where he faw upwards of 30 people bafily employ- 
ed in breaking and deitroying the houfe of Sir J. Fielding: he parti 
cularly obferved the prifuncs Roberts breaking the ftaircate with an 
iron crow, and throwing the fairs, or railing into the fire. He could 
not be mittaken in Roberts, becaufe the hoy had lived in his houte for 
ten or eleven days WithfLieutenant Pre(ton, the commander .o! a prefs- 
gang, whoie rendezvous was at his houle in Arundel-ftreet.. The boy, 
he faid, was very active in the riot, and he believed that from the op- 
polite fide of thé* way he liad feen him in almoft every room in Sir 
John’s houle. “The crois examination of this witnefs was very favou- 
rable to the prifoner} for’it came ‘out’ that the witneis, delirous to 
prevent the fire from reaching the howe, had endeavoured to yet fome 
boys to rub the door’ with’ wet mops; and to affuage the fury of 
the mob, he had ordered fome beer to be given them from the Brown 
Bear; the prifoner thréw die of the mops in the flames. He iuypo- 
ied Roberts to be between feventeen and eighteen years of age. 

Motes Morant was bréught to prove, that previous'to the affemb- 
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ing of the nob, Sir Johu’s houle “had been in a found ftate, and that 


fubicquent to it'the infide’ had been totally deftroyed. 

Lawrence’s defence was, that on the evening that Sir John’s houfe 
was deftwoyed, and when M*Manus fwore that he had been in Bow- 
ftreet at half paf-eiwht, he had left the King’s dock-yard at Deptford 
at half patt feven; that he had come from‘on board the Alarm frigate, 
to which he belonged; that, on his arrival in town, he had gone to 
Leadenhall-itrect to Alderrian Bull’s houfe, where h¢é Aw Sir George 
Gordon’s chaiist without that he afterwards unfortunately went 
towards Covent Garden’'to enquire fora girl of the town, whom he 
had known; that-he‘ did ‘not (6p “in “Bow-itrect, but, had been ina 
court near it with, three other men, drinking a pot of porter and eat. 
ing of a thoulaer of mutton, the blade bone of which he had put in 
his pocket to carry with him on board. The witne&, Morant, he 
faid, had a particular Spite to him; he had vauled him to be twice.iin- 
preiled, by which means he had had a thare ia the aétion with Paul 

ones. Zia 

Roberts faid nothing for himfelf that availed him; nor did his coun- 
fzl do him any iervice. He enjeavoured to prove an alibi, and {aid he 
had been at his maiter’s all the evening; but the mafter having been 
called, did not appear. ‘I'wo witneiles were. called to his charatter ; 
but character having no weight where pofitive proof is adduced, all a- 
vailed nothiag, for he and hi; fellow prifoner were oth found GUILTY 
DEATH. xoberis was recommended to the Court as-an object of 
merey. . . 

Lhomas Taplin, coach-makcr, was then arraigned for having made 
an aflault on James Mahoa, and felonioufly robbing him oa the: high- 
way of 2s.
